to direct, that the opinion therein communicated, 
of the Law Officers of the Crown and the Com: 
pany, upon the Statute of the 6th Geo. 4th Cap 
61, and also upon the Act of Sd and 4th Vict 
Cap. 37, Sec. 52, be at once given effect to, and 
acted upon at all the Presidencies: —. be ast 

“ Para. 1. We have lately received through the 
Board of Commissionara for Indian Affaira 
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representation from Her Majesty’s Secretary at 
War, complaining of the obstruction which gtill 
erists in India to the collection by Regimental 
Qficers of the Effects which may be left by 
Suldiers dying in that Conntry. 


-2, In our Military Letter to Madras, dated 
oath July 1842, No. 44, (copy of which was 
farwarded to your Presidency.) we observed that 
i the Act of the 6th Geo. 4th Cap. 61, Sect. 
jit is rendered lawful for all Officers or per- 
sani wha may be employed or required by or 
ander tue Authority of any Articles of War in 
farce to take care of or collect the Effects of 
Oiicers and Soldiers dyiny on Service out of 
the United Kingdom, without taking out any 
tottors of Administration in like manner as if 
such Officers had been appointed Iexecuters or 
had taken out Administration, and by the 
Article of War founded upon it, vizt. Sec. 129, 
the Officers who are required to collect the 
Liffects of Soldiers deceased are authorized to 
coliect all theae Effects without any limitation 
being specified us to the place where they may 
he deposited, and are required after payment of 
iegimental Debts and Quarters to pay the 
balance, if any, tothe Regimental Pay Master, 
such halance tobe by him paid to the heir or 
legal representative, if present at Head Quar- 
ters, or if not, to be remitted tothe Regimental 
_ Agent for payment to the legal representatives 

under the direction of the Secretary at War. 


* With this explanation, no difficulty can occur 
nereafter in the payment by any of our Officers 
tu the party authorized by the Act and Articles 
of War, as above specified, to collect the same, 
of any sum or sums, or securities, which may be 
18 their hands, or under their control, belonging to 
the Estates of Soldiers deceased. The respon- 
ailility of requiring Probate or Adininistration 
to the Estate tobe taken outby the persons to 
whom the surplus is to be paid, resting, altoge- 
ther, as it appears to us, with the party autho- 
rized by the Act and Articles of War to collect 
. the property. 

“3. Notwithstanding these directions, objections 
have been made at all the Presicdencies to paying 

over certain portions of the Estates of Suldiers to 
the Regimental Officers entitled to collect them, 
founded in some instances upon legal opinions 
obtained in India of the inadequacy of the above 
Act to authorize such payment. In consequence 
of recent representations on this subject, recetved 
from Madras and Bombay, We have lately obtain- 
ed the opinion of H. M.’s Advocate, of the Attor- 
ney and Solieitor General, and of the Company's 
Standing Counsel, upon the interpretation to be 
put upon the above Statute of the 6th Geo 4 Cap. 
| . and also upon the Act of 3rd and 4th Victoria 

-ap. 37 Sec. «62. “he opinion of these learned 

Persons determines that Officers entitled to collect 
Soldiers’ Effocts are authorized by these Acts to 
take possession of ali the personal property of 
every description of deceased Soldiers, without 
telerence to its amount or value, or to its being 
vested in Notes or other Securities, or to its 
being in Camp or Quarters eleewhere.”

of the preceding day which forwarded the copy af 
a letter from H. M.’s Secretary at War, dated the 
Hith ulimo, with its enclosures, from the Mar- 
quis of Tweeddale relative to the difficulties which 
are still alleged to exist in the collection of the 
Lifects of H. M. Officers and Soldiers dying in 
Mdia, I lost no time in laying the necessary case 
before Her Majesty’s Advocate, the Attorney and 
solicitor General and the Company's Standing 
Ceunsel for their opinion, as well upon the points 
directly raised in the papers transmitted froin the 
War Office as upon those of the same class which 
appeared to arige out of the various Communica 
tions received last month from Madras and Bombay 
in reference to the construction to be pur ou the 
Mutiny Acts and Articles of War as to the Admi- 
nistration of the Effects of Officers and Soldiers 
both in Her Majesty’s and the Company’s Service 
dying in India. 

The questions which thus arose appeared to be 
the following, viz., | 


Ist. Whether the Officers respectively ap- 
pointed under the 128th and 129th Articles of War 
for Her Majesty’s Iorces and under 140th and 
}}ith Articles of War forthe [ast India Com- 
pany’s lurces to collect the Effects of the Officers 
and Soldiers therein respectively described are 
respectively entitled to demand aml (without 
taking out Letters of Administration) to receive 
and take possession of ull the personal property 
of every description of suc deceased Officer or 
Soldier without reference to its amount or value, 
or to its being in Camp or Quarters or elsewhere, 
and whether in this latter respect there is any dif- 
ference between the ease of a deceased Officer 
and that of a deceased Soldier. 


2d. Whether in the event of part of such pro- 
perty of a deceased Officer or Soldier conststing of 
a Promissory Note or other transferrable Security 
of the East India Company, or of one of their Go- 
verninents expressed to be payuble to the deceased 
being at the time of his death in the hands of the 
Government Agents for his use, such Goverament 
Agent can lawfully and safely deliver over and 
are bound upon demand to deliver over such Pro- 
missory Note to the Officer 80 appointed under the 
Articles of War, and whether the amount of such 
Note or other Security makes any difference in the 
case. 


$d. Whether such Officer can by indorsement 
or otherwise as effectually transfer or give a dis- 
charge for the amount secured by such Note, as if 
he had heen appointed Executor or had duly ob- 
tained Letters of Administration of the Effects of 
the Payee or last Indorsee of the Note. And whe- 
ther in the event of the Last India Company pay- 
ing the amount of the Note to such Officer when 
so endorsed, they are in any way responsible for 
the due appropriation or distribution by the latter 
of the amount which they shall have so paid. 


4th. Whether the Officer so collecting the 
Kffects of a deceased Officer or Soldier under the 
respective Articles of War referred to, or whether 
the Military Secretary, or amy otber Officer at 
either of the Presidencies in the Kast Indies is 
authorized under any circumstances to require the 
Registrar of the Supreme Court of such Presi- 
dency to take out Letters of Administration there 
in respect of the surplus which may remain in the 
hands of the collecting Officer, and whether such 
Registrar is in any case lawfully entitled to take 
out Letters of Administration in respect of such 
surplus. 
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In reply to these questions the Law Officers of 
the Crown and the Company have given the ful- 
lowing opinion. 

Ist. We think there is a difference between 
the case of a deceased Commissioned Officer and 
the case of a deceased Non-Comnmiissioned Officer 
or Private Soldter. 


With respect to a deceased Commissioned 


Officer there appears to be no substantial question, . 


since the Articles of War applicable to the case of 
Commissioned Officers only authorize the collec- 
tion of Mfeets in Camp or Quarters. 


With respect to the case of a Non-Commiasioned 
Officer or private Soldier, we are of opinion that 
both in the case of fer Majesty’s Forces and in 
the case of the ast India Company’s Forces, the 
Officers appointed to collect the [‘ffecta of the 
deceased Soldier are entitled to demand, and 
without taking out Letters of Administration to 
receive and take possession of all the personal 
property of every deseription of such deceased 
Officer or Soldier without reference to its amount 
or value, or to ite being in Camp or Quarters or 
elsewhere, We consider that the Officers who by 
the 129th Article of War for [ler Majesty’s Forces 
and by the Lilth Article of War for the Com- 
pany’s Forces, are directed to actin the matter 
come within the first Section of the Statute 6th 
Geo, 4th C. 61, and are clearly enabled by that 
Statute to ask, demand and receive any of the 
deceased’s “ J¢ffects,” an expression which we 
think reaches and includes any of hts personal 
Estate. 


2d. Our opinion on the first question super- 
redes this question as respecta the case of an 
Officer. 

In the case of a Soldier not being a Commis- 
sioned Officer, we are of opinion that the Go- 
vernment Agents may lawfully and safely deliver 
veer, and are bound upon demand to deliver over 
a Promissory Note of the kind described to the 
Officer appointed under the Articles of War, and 
that the amount of the Note or other Security 
makes no difference in the case. ‘This auswer 
however should be qualified by noticing that, if 
there were a legal personal representative demand- 
ing the Note, we think the Governircent Agents 
would be warranted in delivering the Promissory 
Note to such legal personal Represen‘ative in 
preference to the Officer. 


3d. Weare of opinion that the Officer may 
by indorsement or otherwise as effectually give a 
discharge for the amount secured by the Note as 
if he had been appointed Executor or had duly 
obtained Letters of Administration of the Effects 
of the Payee or last Indorsee of the Note. We 
are also of opinion that the Eagt India Company 
paying the amount of the Note to the Oftieer, 
when indorsed, are not responsible for the due 
application by the latter of the amount which they 
shall have so paid, 


We do not understand that under this third 
uestion any opinion is required from us as to the 
right to indorse the Note tor the purpose of nego- 
ciation geverally as distinguished from an indorse- 
ment for the purpose of obtaining payment of it. 
It would not however appear to us that there 
would be any difference betweeu the two cases. 


4th. Upon this point, (viz. the interference of 
the Registrar,) there appears to bea difference 
between the case of an Officer or Soldier in the 
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Service of Her Majesty and Officer or Soldier 
in she Company’s Service. | 


With respect to the case of an Officer or Sol. 
dier inthe Service of fler Majesty, we are of 
opinion that the Officer acting im reapect of the 
deceased’s Hffects may require the Registrar to . 
take out Letters of Administration in respect of - 
the Surplus in question, and that upon such re. 
quisition,’ and not otnerwise, the Registrar i, 
lawfully entitled to take out such Letters of Ad. 
ministration. ‘This is the effect of the Act 6th, 
Geo. 4th, C. 61, See 1. 


With regard to the case of an Officer or Soldier 
in the Company’s Service, we are of opirion that 
under the Statute 3d and 4th Vict. C. 37, See, 52. 
the Registrar cannot in any case be required, and is 
not inany case entitled to take out Letters of Ad- 
ministration in respect of the Surplus in question, 
He may however, if required and authorized so to 
do, but not otherwise, take out Administration 
and interpose in respect of the Estate befora it is 
collected.

Act No. XIX. oF 1843. 


An Act for amending the Law respecting the Ttegis- 
tration of certain Deeds. 


Whereas doubts have arisen as to the true mean- 
ing aud construction of Act No.I of 1843: 


I. It is hereby enacted, that the said Act is re- 
pealed, except in so far as it repeals all provisions 
contained in any Regulation or Regulations of the 
Bengal, Madras, or Toahay Codes, touching the 
knowledge or notice had by parties to registered 
conveyances and other instruments affecting titles 
to land and other interests thercin, of the existence 
of unregistered conveyances or other inetruments 
affecting such titles or other interests therein. 


II. Andit is bereby enacted, that from the Virst 
day of May Jatt past, every deed of sale or gift of 
lands, houses or other real property, a memorial of

I, Whereas it has been represented that the de- 
mands of the Island of Mauritius for Agricultural 
labor will by the end of this year be greatly 
diminished, and it ‘is desirable that effectual 
measures should be adopted for providing a larger 
proportion of Female Emigrants to that Island

Art. 1.—The premium of Seven Pounds Ster- 
ling allowed by Ordinance No. 3, of the present 
year for the passage of each Indian laborer Jegally 
conveyed to this colony is aud shall be reduced 
to Four Pounds Sterling for each Indian laborer, 
(women excepted) who after the 3lat December 
of the present year, shall have quitted the terri- 
tory of India for Mauritius, and with the excep- 
tion moreover of all adult male Indiay laborers 
who, after the above mentianed date, may come to 
this colony in virtue of a special authority from 
the Governor thereof.

Wuereas the Immigration of Indian laborers 
has now reached a stage at which it appears expe- 
dient provisionally to modify, in some respecte, 
the amount of the premium granted for the pas- 
sage of the said laborers from India to this colony, 
and thereby to prevent the excess of such leami- 
gration and the prejudicial consequences that 
would ensue therefrom, until, in concurrence with 
the Government of India, measures shall have 
been adopted for establishing a constant and 
regular system of [mmigratiou, commensurate with 
the future wants of the colony and the interests of 
the Immigrants, 


His Excellency the Governor in Council has ordered 
and does hereby order : 


Art. 1.—The premium of Seven Pounds Ster- 
ling allowed by Ordinance No. 3, of the present 
year for the passage of each Indian laborer begally 
conveyed to this colony is and ehall be reduced 
to Four Pounds Sterling for each Ludian Jaborer, 
(women excepted) who after the 3ist December 
of the present year, shall have quitted. the terri- 
tory of India for Mauritius, and with fhe axecp- 
tion moreover of all adult male Indian ‘aborers 
who, after the above mentioned date, may come te 
this colony in virtue of a special authority from

I, Whereas the enquiry afier truth in Her Ma- 
jesty’s Courts of Justice is often obstructed by 
incapacities created by the present Law, and it 
is desirable, that full information as to the facts 
in issue, both in Criminal and in Civil Cases, 
sbould be laid before the persons who are appoint-

]. Whereas it is desirable that a Court should 
be established in Calcutta for the hearing and deter- 
mination of causes of small amount, and also to 
provide in certain cases for a re-hearing of the 
same by way of appeal :

is hereby enacted, that the Judges of 
Court of Judicature at Cal- 
cutta shall be ex-Oflicio Commissioners of the 
Court hereby constituted, and together with so 
many other Commissioners not exeeeding Taree 
as the Governor General in Conncil shall from 
time to time appoint, shall from and after the 
Notification hereinafter mentioned of the consti- 
tution of the Court be a Court of Record, to be
